A 40-acre, second-growth h ard­ 
wood woodlot, logged 35 to 40 
years ago, was selected on the Up­ 
per Michigan Experimental For­ 
est, at Dukes, near Marquette. 
This area was divided into five 
equal parts of eight acres. During 
this year the first unit of eight 
acres was given an improvement 
cutting. 
The following products 
from

were sold at the roadside for $313: 
Sawlogs (wood’s run'! 4.350 bd. ft. 
$134: 13 cords of chemical bolts 
$89: 6 cords of cordwood $50; 352 
cords of pulpwood $40. 
After deducting a skidding cost 
of $59 there remained a net return 
of $254 for 208 hours of labor. 
If 
an owner had sold these product' 
on the stump he would have re­ 
ceived onlv $30.

The Washington 
Merry-Go-Round

Washington— Climax of the bitter, long- 
drawn diplomatic battle between 
Russia 
and the United States 
came 
when 
the 
Yugoslavs walked out of the pence talks in 
New York, and then came round to Secre­ 
tary 
Byrnes 
next 
day 
thinking they could horse 
trade. They found, 
how­ 
ever, that 
the 
long-suf­ 
fering Secretary of State 
was in no 
horse-trading 
mood. 
He told them that 
tho 
United States was recon- 
died 
to 
the 
fact 
that 
there would be no pence 
treaty and he didn’t want 
to 
discuss 
the 
m atter 
further. U. S. 
troops, ho 
said, would remain In Trieste indefinitely. 
This horrified the Yugoslavs. 
Also it 
worried the Russians. 
Appetently 
they 
thought the United States was so anxious 
to sign a peace treaty that Byrnes could 
he badgered and bullied indefinitely. So 
when Byrnes told Yugoslav delegate E d ­ 
w ard Kardel that American patience had 
reached the end of its rope, Molotov came 
to see him immediately. 


In much more conciliatory mood, the 
Russian Foreign Minister asked what the 
trouble was. 
“ W e’ve been here 
for 
days,” 
replied 
Byrnes, “and in all that time the 
only 
things we can agree on are three minor 
provisions in the Italian treaty which in­ 
volve the use of the word 'or’ and tho 
use of the w’ords ’in particular.* 
On the 
other 49 provisions, there 
has been no 
agreement and no prospect 
of 
one; 
yet 
these provisions w ere passed by 
a tw o- 
thirds vote in Paris, as stipulated by Rus­ 
sia. 
“ W e’ve adopted the Russian plan of pro­ 
cedure, but even so you won’t come to an 
agreem ent,” Byrnes continued. 
“So 
the 
United States simply 
cannot 
afford 
to 
wait. I, for one, am reconciled 
to

having a treaty. We'll just get along with­ 
out one I’ve been the man who has been 
pushing for the treaties

Byrnes also proceeded to give 
Molotov 
som e friendly but straight-from -the-shoul- 
der advice on t T. S.-USSR, relations. 
“ You don't seem to realize,”

“that Russia has used up the tremendous 
reservoir of goodwill it had built 
up In 
this country. Most people had great ad ­ 
miration for Russia. But it’* 
gone 
now. 
W hen you follow a consistent 
policy of 
calling us names, naturally you can't e x ­ 
pect us to love you.” 


Byrnes also 
suggested

Molotov 
check with some of the heads of the R us­ 
sian satelite nations who had close con­
